A REMAREABLE discovery hos beon mado at 
Reading, disclosing a scheme of tampering 
with aervica ammunition. On Saturday, 
23, on the occasion of ths annual reunion of 
tho Pontal Telegraph Companies of the Royal

ususl, 2 rifle competition, in which each 
tan fired ten rounds, Soon after the firing 
commenced it was noticed that bullets aimed 
dead at the target 400 yards distant fell 
after a slow flight of from 50 yards to 100 
yards, So frequent was this ocaurrence that 
the ainmunition was inspected and on some 
of the cartridges being ont open in the 
presonca and by order of Capt. O'Mara and 
other officers, it was found that the greater 
part of the powder had been abstracted and 
paper wade substituted, It is significant 
that, although-the ammunition vas made in 
the year 1888, tho wads consisted of daily 
papers of loet month, The ammunition was 
nerved out from tho New Cross depot. An 
inquiry will be held into the ciroumstances. 


Toe nemo of Mr Hugh R. Hearson, 
Engineer, R.N., has at length beon removed 
from the Nary List. It will be romombered 
that this officor was refused permiasion to 
resign his commission in 1889, and that 
his action in quitting Eogland to toke op 
an appointment under the Chinssa Govern- 
ment resulted in a cause cé'dbre which 
excited much interest in the muvy.

On the last trip up of tho rver-steamer 
Chang on, sho roports that whan off Beacon 
Island two mon wore picked wp from an 
overturood sumpad, one of them being ina 
very exhausted condition. Daring tho 
past threo months this eteamer hes reseed 
six mon under similar circumstances. ’ 

CAPTURE OF A BOLAO-HWEILEADIE. 

On orziving at Wuht on tho Gth inst. the 
Chang-on took on board a noted Kolao-hwai 
leader, Lia Kow sing, for whom the au- 
thoritics have long been in search, and for 
whose apprehension large rewards have 
been offered. It appoara the prisoner had 
fdr some time been hiding op in the 
mountains at the back of Tatung, and was 
only captured after a strong resistance. 
The prisonor was in charge ofa Military 
mandatin and a party of armed soldiers. 
In appearance he is fierce looking snd 
seems very dofiant; he was well chained, 
having anklots and chaing to his legs, with 
chains jast long onongh to allow him to 
walk ; he wad also handcoffed, with chrins 
from his wrists going round biy neck, 
allowing just sufficiont space to enable him 
to get his hands to his mouth. The 
people in charge of the prisoner seemed 
yory anxious to hand him over alive to the 
authorities at Ngavkin. In physique he look- 
ed more like o Manchurian then a southern 
Chinese, having a black moustache and vory 
large black ayes, and altogether ho looks 
vory formidable. His captorsare evidently 
taking great precautions against his escape 
or rescto, for when putting their prisoner 
on board at Wohu from the war-Junk he 
had to pass through the hak:Jed by his 
neok-chain through a file of coldiors with 
long-bladed knives. ‘When on board tha 
Chang-on be was chained to an iron stanch- 
ion in tho after cargo-room, where tho 
armed party wera located, The prisoner 
war handed over to the anthorities at 
Ngankin at 2 a.m. this morning. 

It is with rogrot that I bavo to record 
the death of Sister Lonise Levx, the Lady 
Superior of the Hospital of this port. 
The sad event took place onths 4th inst. 
after a short ‘nttack of low fever. The 
deceased lady waa but 42 years of age, aud 
had for the past 21 yesrs devoted her life 
to tho sncrod calling as a Sistor of Charity, 
seven of which bad been spent among the 
Chinese poor and needy. The flags, at 
tho British Consalste and on the various 
Lolks, were hbslf mastedas a mark of 
respect to tho deceased. A requiem mass 
was celebrated ut the Catholic Cathedzal 
on Sunday the 6th, which was attended by | 
nearly al the Foreign community.. The 
interment took place ebortly afterward and 
a large number of Chineso assembled out 
of respect to one who will ba srdiy missed, 
mora especially by the sick at the Hospital, 
where she was most unromitting in her 
attention to those undor hor care. 


CO-OPERATION IN OHINA. 


CO-OPERATION IN MAIEETS 1ND PAIRS, 

Tn many parts of China the farmer comes 
much nearer to independenes, as regards 
prodaciag what he needs, than any claes 
of persons in western lands. ‘This is espe~ 
cially the cass where cotton ia raised, and 
where each family tries te make its own 
clothing from its own atop. But even 
with the minute nnd indefatigable in- 
dustry of the Qhinese, thia ideal oon 
be only imperfeotly reached. No poor 
family hae lend ‘enough to rnise all 
that it requires, and every family not 
poor has a waltitude of wants which 
muat of necessity be supplied from without, 
Besides this, in any district most families 
have very little reserve capilal, and must 
depend upon meeting their wants oa they 
artee, by the use of aych means as oan be 
seonred from day to day. The same com- 
parative poverty makes it necessary for a 
considerable part of the population to 
dispose of.fsome portion of ite surplua 
products af frequent intervals, so as to turo 
it into the means of onbsiatence, The 
combined effect of these various causes 
is to make the Chinese dependent upon 
Joval markets to an extent which is not 
truo of inhabitants of Ocoidental countries. 

The establishment of eny market, and 
even the mers existence of the class of 
buyers and of sellers, doubtless involves 
a certain amount of eo-opiratiun. But 
Chineea markets while not differing ma- 
terially. from those to “be found in other 
lands, exhibit o higher degree of co-opera- 
tion than any others of which wa know. 
This co-operation ie . exhibited in the 
selection both of the places and af the 
times at which the marketg shall be held. 
Tha deneity of population yarles greatly_in 
different provinces, bat there are vast tracts 
in which villages are to be mot at intervals 
of a quarter of a milo to two or three miles, 
and many of these villages contain hagdyeds, 
and some of them thousanda of families, 
At intervals of varying frequiwoy, we hear 
of towag of stil? larger size then these called 
ohen-tien, or market towns, and in: them 
there ia sure to ke o regalar fair, But faire 
are not confined to the chen-tien, or the necds 
of the people would by: nn means be met. 
Many of the inferior villages also have a 
regular market, frequented by a neigh- 
bouring population, ‘iu o virols of greater or 
smaller radius according te circumstances, ,| 
Asarnie a village secme to be proud of its 
fair, and the.natives of sneha place are no 
donbt saved avast amount of travel, for 
the number of peopla who dy not attend a 
fair is small. 

Wo have met with one care of a village 
which once had a.market, ond gaye it up. 
in favour of another village, fur the allege: 
reason that the aclleptiag of such 4 mis. 
| cellannoys gssemblage wag nob for the 
advantage of the ehildsen-and youth. ‘Tha 
warket is. ugder the superision of head~ 
meno of the tows, and some markets arg 
oslled foficial,’ because the headmen haye | 
communicated with the local megistrate; 
and hayo secured the issuing of a prodama- 
tion fixing the regulatigag under which ‘ 
business shall Qe granenoted, Ibis makes 
it easter to. get redress for rrongs which 
maybe. onmmitted by bad characters who 
abound et village werkets in. the direct 
rétic. of the number of people sasembled. 
Many of the larger markeis bring ‘together 
several thonsand prople, someimes' exored- 
ing ten thousand in number, and among so 
Land there are. certain lo be gumerous 
gamblers, sharpers, thieves, and pickpockets, 
against whom it behoves every one to be 
upon his guerd. “Lt povasiually happens 
that a Jeud arises betwoon two acts of yil- , 
lages, as fur example aver sc embankment 
which onc of them makes ta restrain. (he .

_ Th regions whers animala are employed 
for farm-work, all the larger markets have 
attached to thom 'live-stook fairs,’ at 
which. multitudes of beasts are conitantl 
changing hands. ‘It ia common to find 
these live-stook fairs under.a aort of official 
patronage, nocording to which the managers 
are allowed ‘to levy jn tax of perheps ono 
percent, on the sales, Of thia eum perhaps 
ton per cent, is required by the’ local. Com- 
missioner of Education (Asian-Js) for the pur- 
poss of supporting his establishment, The 
rest will he under the control of the village 
headmen, perhaps for,tho nominal purpost 
of paying theaxpenses of a free school, the 
funda fo¥ which not improbably find their 
way largely or wholly into the private treas- 
uries of those who manage the publio affaire 


.of tho village, - Tho times at which -villaga 


markets aro held vary Rreatly, In some 
lntge cities there is 2 market every day, but 
in country placos this would involve a waste | 
of time, Sometimes the markat tukes place 
every other day, and somotimes on every 
day the numeral of which is a multiple 
of three, A more. common arrangement 
however seems to bo that which is based 
upon the division of the lunar month into 
thirty days. Iq thia ease ‘one market’ 
significa the space of five days, or the inter 
val between two successive markots, It is 
in the establishment of these matkets that 
co-operation is-hest Mlustrated, Ifa market 
is held avery five days, it will occur six 
times every moon, for if the month boppens 
to be a ‘small’ one of twenty-nine days, 
the market that belongs on the thirtieth is 
held following day, whioh is the firet.of the 
next month. The various markets will ba 
designated by the days on which they 
occur, as *One-8ix,’ meaning the market 
which igs held every first, sixth, eloyenth, 
sixteenth, twenty-first, and twenty-sixth 
day of the moon. In, liko manner ‘ Four. 
Nine’ denotes’ the market attended on the 
fourth, ninth, fourteenth, ninstesth, twenty. 
fourth, twenty-nidth days, similarly with 
the rest. Every village will prubably havo 
a market within reach every day in the 
month, that is to say, every day in the year. 
In one direction for example is to bo found 
8 ‘One-Six’ market, in another * Two-Seven,” 
in still others a ‘Three-Eight,’ a ‘ Four- 
Nine,’ and a ! Five-Ton.’? Some of these 
will be small markets, and some muoh 
larger, but the largest ove will ba attended 
by oustomers, eapecially wholesale dealers 
in cotton, cloth, ete,, from great distances, 
The Chineso make nothing of walking to a 
market three, eight, or even ten miles away, 
for the markot-ia not a market only, but a 
kiod of general exchange, whore it is pro- 
verbially likely that any one will meet any 
one else. Each village being thus surround- 
ed with a ring of markots, each of these 
markets is also a cog in a wheel, playing 
into other wheels on eack side of All

for the larger part of these large fairs owe 
their existence to the managers of somo 
temple, The end in view is the acoum- 
lation of a revenue for the ude of the temple, 
which is acoomplished by lovying certain 
taxes apon the traffic, and by the collection 
of o ground-reot The latter is also a 
feature of tho village market, the pro= 
prietor of each bit of ground appearing 
et each market to collect, uf the persons 
who have oocupied his land, either a 
fixed amount, or & porcentage upon their 
ela or supposed sale. In the btger 
centres of population, it is common to find 
fairs held for 4 month oc more at a time, 
and in some places thore are several of 
these faire every Fn forming tho oontres 
of activity arouad which all tho life of the 
pluco revolves. In such places the in- 
habitanta make a good profit by renting 
buildings tothe maltitudes who come from 


& distanos to sell aud to buy, and whero!- 


this is the oase, whon the fair is not in 
operation the city frequently appears to be 
nearly extinot, But the fair no sooner 
beging, than countless thousands throng 
the lately alroost deserted streets, 

Ta order ta make a fair a success, it, is 
necessary that tho econagers should be men 
of enterprise, and of sufficient business 
ability to deal with the many difloulties: 
which ato likely to arise, ‘They exercise 
a ocrtain sapcrtinicn over everything, and 
are techoioally responsible for what goes 
wrong, ‘though this responsibility - they 
frequently ovade, In order to ‘attract a 
large attendance, it is generally necessary. 
for fairs which. are to Jest four days, to 
begin with a theatrioal representation, 
which continues till the close, Some. 
times, however, the players fail to appear, 
and in thatease the whole foir may coma 
to nothing, “Iheee large fairs ore attended 
by merchants representing cities many 
hundred miles distant, and dealing in every 
article which is likely to attract eustomats, 
Ae tho moana nf transportation aro ‘very 
joadequate and locomotion is always slow. 
and difitonlt, the merchants whe go about 
from. one fair to another for mepy months 
of the year, lead-n life, or rather ‘an exis- 
ence, which is far from enviable. The half- 
mouth holiday with which tha Chinese yoar 
heging ip'no sooner over than ‘the large fairs 
hagin also, nod they continue with intermie- 
aions throughout the rest of the year, Thore 
is a brief interval for the. wheat harvest, 
an event of the greatest, importande to every 
claas of the population, and the rainy season 
generally eausee ‘another interruption, often 
80 serious a one ne to upset all plans fur two 
months or more. ‘the prinoipal ¢o-operative 
element in faire lies ia go arranging them as 
to dave-tailinto one another with jeast loss 
of time to the travelling merchants. Tho gus- 
cess generally attained is off-setby many oon- 
spiouous failures, due te the Chines thirst 
for geiving advdotage over rivale, irres- 
peotive of the interests. of. othera, which in. 
mattern involving co-operation, often re- 


yj eutts in disappointment. Thus, it-is not 
uncommon to fod that while the poster | Ma 


aonouncigg 2 falr bave been put up all 
through the oountry-side for -an entire i 
month, na one can: tell when the fair 
is. neatly to. begin. That. the ‘day for 
begloniag’ is ‘Gixed” is a point of no 
sonacquence whaterer, for with the ex.
